at,, the outset, C 3 explained the provisions of our termination fora 

to ’ the source, and CC-2 readily signed the statement. It was then pointed 
out to him that we wished to put his Headquarters file in order before he 
*mr*6 his relationship with the United States Ooverment and to this end 
U 23 had a number of questions to ask about his relations with WilH 

Hoettl. For the next hour and a half, CC-2 answered in what appeared to 
be a sincere and straightforward manner numerous queries put to him on 
this subject, and what is more important, he voluntarily disclosed many 
hitherto unknown aspects of his relationships with Hoettl* The most sig-». 
nliXcant disclosures were? 

a, that since December 1951 he had been receiving 600 sc hi llings 
a month from Hoettl for submitting a monthly Austrian political 
summary; 

b. that last year Hoettl had introduced him to Harry Mast; 

c » that Hoettl had frequently (five or six times) tried to. get 
him to acbit that he was employed by the American intelligence 
service; 

d. that Hoettl knew Orossbahn worked for the American intelli- 
gence service and had on four or five occasions tried to elicit 
information from him regarding Orossbahn^ financial states and 
attitude toward his work. c ^
